WARSHIP REACHES CUBA 


Spanish Cruiser Joyfully Received 


in Havana Today. 
Ac= 


tivity on the Pacific. 


Havana, March 5.—The Spanish first- 


class cruiser Almirante Oquendo arrived 
n Havana harbor this morning from 
Spain. She received a hearty welcome 
from ferryboats and tugs on board of 
which were the civil and military au_ 
thorities and different societies, which 
have been waiting for the warship to 
arrive. 


The docks were crowded with sight 


seers, rockets were sent up and flags and 
other decorations were displayed from 
vessels in the port and public buildings 
and palaces. The same ceremonies were 
observed on her arrival as were followed 
out when the Vizcaya reached this port 
from New York. 


BiS Supplies for Cuba. 


New York, March 5.—The Mallory line 


steamer Nueces sailed today for Key 
"West with 75 tons of relief supplies for 
the destitute in Cuba. At Key West the 
stores will be transferred to the United 
States ships Nashville and the Mont- 
gomery. A telegram was received here 
today from E. B. Lewis, secretary of the 
Oregon relief committee, saying that the 
first section of the Cuban relief train, car- 
rying 180,000 pounds of food, left there 
yesterday. 
> 


The Cuban relief committee in this city 


has received a letter from Assistant Sec- 
retary Day expressing the appreciation of 
the state department at the response 
which has been made to the government'8 
appeal for contributions for the sufferers 
in Cuba. 


Activity on the Pacific. 


Vallejo, Gal., Mar. 5,—Admiral Kirklacd 


has received telegraphic orders to instruct 
Captain Louis Kempff of the receiving 
ship Independence to s'ga all the able 
bodied seamen he can possibly pass. The 
Charleston, Yorktown and Philadelphia 
are the best ihips now here, but little 
work is being done on them at present. 


Admiral Kirlaad says that he can pre- 


pare the vessels for sea within six weeks- 
There are 500 men employed in the con- 
struction departments and orders have 
been issued for employment of double 
forces. Spain Flatters TBersolf, 


London, March 6.—The Madrid cor- 


respondent of The Dally Mail says: "In 
contrast with the clamor in America 
there is almost absolute calm here, and 
that too even on the bourses, where the 
falls are due to foreign selling. The gen- 
eral opinion Is that the United States 
dare not make the Maine suspicion, 
which is unsupported by evidence and is 
abhorred by European opinion, the pre- 
text for war. 


"The distress in various parts of the 


country occupies the public mind far 
more than American relations. Not- 
withstanding' the reduction iffthe grain 
duty, a famine threatens. The social- 
ists are utilizing the dearth, under the 
guise of electioneering, as a means of 
fomenting popular agitation, 
and it 


would require some overt act of justice 
on the part of America to divert public 
sentiment." 


Telegram IVom Slcard. 


"Washington, March 5.—Sharing the 


general anxiety for some Information, 
Cecretary Long, at the instance of the 
cabinet, sent a telegram to Admiral Sic- 
ard asking him when it was expected 
that the report of the court would be 
made. 
Late last night the following 


reply was received from Key West: 
"Have talked with the president of the 
court of inquiry and agree with him that 
it is not yet possible to- fix a date for the 
finding, as so muoh depends upon the 
progress of the divers and wreckers 
and the results they obtain. 
Every ef- 


fort is being made to advance the in- 
quiry. 
The court returns to Havana 


by the Manggove this evening, having 
about finished the examination at Key 
West." 


The message is regarded officially as 


disposing of the reports that the court 
has obtained positive or conclusive in- 
formation bearing upon the object of 
the Investigation. It is taken to mean 
that 
upon 
the 
testimony or' dis- 


coveri93 of the divers will depend the 
finding, the examination or the Dtncerg 
and crew of the ship having been in- 
sufficient to enable the court to even 
form an idea as to what lines may toe 
opened up from the investigation of the 
wreck itself. 


While the telegram was 
naturally 


somewhat' of a disappointment in leav- 
ing the termination of the inquiry as 
much in doubt as ever, it was welcomed 
as practically setting at rest the reports 
as to the results of the investigation up 
to date. 


Searching; For Bodies. 


Havana, 
March 6.—The American 


divers, having examined more or l»ss 
thoroughly the ward room of ths Maine 
and the senior and junior officer*' mess 
rooms yesterday, are trying to effect 
an entrance into the petty officers' com- 
partment in the hope of finding bodies 
there. 
However, each day the belief 


grows stronger that few, If any, more\ 
bodies will be reeovered. Not one body 
was removed today." 


Captain Sharp, who is in charge of the 


Merritt & Chapman wrecking outfit, ap- 
preciates the difficulties of the situation 
better than Others. 
He will not specify 


any time when the big guns will be re- 
leased. It is necessary first to remove the 
tops of the turrets. 
These are secured 


by steel bolts, which must be cut loose, 
and the best Informed people here think 
a month may elapse before the turrets 
are opened. 
In the meantime work on 


the minor details of the wreck will pro- 
ceed with all possible speed. 


Part of a body was recovered from 


unrtrr th« smokestack of the Maine yes- 
terday. The other portion Is .already 


burled. A body^lias been found~ih the 
pantry, but is not yet extricated. From 
the clothing worn it Is believed to be the 
body of the pantry boy. The Spanish 
divers were down yesterday afternoon 
for some time. 


Wreathes on Graves. 


Havana, March 5.—At Colon cemetery 


"yesterday the graves of 161 men who 
perished In the Maine ware decorated 
with tv.-o floral wreaths and a cross in 
thp -. csence of » score or more of Ameri- 
c^ad, including Consul General Lee, 
Captain Sigsbee and Chaplain Chidwick. 
Chaplain Chidwick offered a brief prayer 
>and George C. Mages of Chicago mad* 
brief remarks, in the course ot which he 
said that flowers were the only tribute 
possible at present to the poor fellows 
who died in the line of duty, but that 
some day a shrine would rise there, to 
which Americans visiting Cub» Would 
come to pay honor to the dead. Neither 
Consul General Lee nor Captain Sljrsbee 
spoke. 


The American flag was spread for a 


time over the grave, but was eventually 
removed and in its place was laid a refl, 
white and blue ribbon, with the following 
stamped In gold letters: "In memory of 
our dead American heroes, American 
citizens mourn their boys." 


Belief Bill Agreed On. 


Washington, March 5.—The house com- 


mittee on naval affairs has agreed on 
the Boutfelle bill for the relief of the 
victims and survivors of the Maine dis- 
aster, and authorized the chairman to 
report it to the house with a recom- 
mendation for its passage. 
The bill 


was amended in several particulars in 
committee and separate votes wera 
taken on the changes, but they related 
largely to the form of language of some 
of the provisions and were not of gen- 
eral significance. 


The committee had an extended r~s- 


Bion during which there was a long dis- 
cussion over the method of bringing up 
the bill on the floor. It was held to ba 
very doubtful of securing unanimous 
consent for its consideration, and tha 
only recourse left would be to secure a 
special order from the committee on rules 
settirig apart a time. 


Spanish Paper's View. 


Madrid, March 6.—Commenting- on the 


rumors of President McKinley's project 
to purchase Cuba, The National, in an 
article under the caption, "The Best So- 
lution of the Cuban Problem," says: 
"Will nobody preach and proclaim the 
annexation of Cuba to the United States 
by agreement with Spain, on condition 
that the United S tes redeem us from 
.the" insular debt, favoring us during a 
certain period by a tariff concession and 
guaranteeing i^Tder a powerful author- 
ity and a respected flag the lives and 
property of Spaniards resident in Cuba? 
Behold a solution of the problem which 
would win popular'sympathy, procuring 
the best termination of any foreseen or 
present heartburnings of the nation." 


The article has provoked much com- 


ment. 


Bay State Legislature. 


Boston, March 5.—The Boston and 


Maine bill was passed to be engrossed 
yesterday in the state house of repre- 
sentatives. It has yet to be passed to be 
enacted, but on that stage a contest is 
almost never made. 


Ought to pass was reported on a bill 


.to authorize the payment of $500 annual- 
ly to the commander of the naval bri- 
gade, on account of military property 
of the state. Ought not to pass was re- 
ported on the bill relative to the licensing 
of engineers and firemen of stationary 
engines. 


Consideration of the bill providing for 


the nomination of candidates for state 
offices In political conventions by a ma- 
jority vote on rollcall was postponed 
for consideration until Monday. 


An order was adopte'd giving the com- 


mittee on taxation until April 11 in which 
to report. 


Leave to withdraw was reported on 


the petition of David Clark and others 
for legislation to require the use of 
lamps upon all vehicles during the hours 
of darkness. 


A resolve was reported appropriating 


13000 for the establishment of a fish 
hatchery in Berkshire county. 


Conferred With Gompers. 


New Bedford, Mass., March 5.—There 


was a conference in a roora. on the second 
floor of the Mansion House at which all 
pf the secretaries of the labor organiza- 
tions were present in person or through 
their assistants, besides large commit- 
tees from tha several unions. Close 
.•watch was kept that there might be no 
eavesdropping or intrusion, and those 
present at the conference kept their 
mouths closed as to its significance. 


A Seniational Statement. 


, Lawrence, Mass., March 5.—At the 
water board Investigation last night 
Commissioner O'Neill made the sen- 
sational statement that License Com- 
missioner John J. Donovan, as counsel 
for a meter company,~had threatened 
the abolition of the board if the concern 
he represented was not given a por- 
tion of the patronage.

Montreal, March 5.—There is an agita- 


tion among a portion of the athletic 
community to limit the Canadian cham- 
pionships to Canadian athletes only and 
debar all foreigners from competition 
at the annual championship meet. The 
rnembers of the Olympian Athletic as- 
sociation of Winnipeg are the prime 
movers In the affair. A prominent of- 
ficial of the A. A. A. of Canada says that 
It is quite probable that the matter will 
be seriously discussed at the next meet- 
Ing of the executive, but he did not think 
that the matter would be acted upon. It 
would hardly be fair when it was^on- 
sidered that the United States cham- 
pionships were open to all comers.

Board of Inquiry Goes Today. Tes= 


timony of Divers Will 


Be Most Valuable. 


Key West, March 5.—Last evening the 


Mangrove left port for Havana with the 
members of the court of inquiry. An 
officer on Intimate terms with them 
Baid: 
"With one exception the wit- 


nesses who testified hers were Maine 
survivors. 
The evidence, though in 


moat cases taking longer to tell, can be 
summed up In the words of an enlisted 
man, who, when Judge Advocate Marix 
asked him what he knaw about the ex- 
plosion, replied: 'Sir, I'was blowed up. 
I was saved, and I'm here.' That was 
all he could swear to." 


One important fact has been learned, 


however. 
It is this: 
Although the 


members of the court of Inquiry may 
have their individual theories, .they are 
by no means prepare'd as a body to ren- 
der a decisive verdict. 
The officer al- 


ready quoted said: 
"If the court has 


•yet heard the testimony whloh would en- 
able it to decida Intelligently that the 
Maine was blown up from 
external 


cause, I am the most mistaken man in 
the world. 
Before the corning Havana 


sessions are over It may secure such evi- 
dence, and possibly find the blowinyup 
was intentional. 
It will learn from the 


divers the actual condition of the ship 
after the explosion, as It has already 
learned from the survivors most of the 
details of the ship's condition before 
the 
explosion. With 
these 
bases 


thoroughly established, the court *rf" 


hear more expert theoretical testimony 
and then reach a verdict." 


This statement can be taken as more 


worthy of reliance than that of the 
Maine officer who said the other day 
that he believed the court was bound on 
evidence already heard to find the cause 
of the explosion external. Its conserva- 
tism is also at variance with thp opinions 
of other officers here, especially those 
of the younger set, and directly contrary 
to the belief of most of the Maine sur- 
vivors that their Bhip was intentionally 
blown up. Before sailing Captain Samp- 
Bon had a long consultation with Ad- 
miral Sioard.

Aside from the usual orders, directing 


the judges to report both findings of 
facts and its opinion on these findings, 


! Admiral Sicard ordered the court to re- 


cord any Information as to person or 
persons "not oonnaoted with the navy 
of the United States, who are, in its 
opinion, responsible, In part or wholly 
directly or indirectly, for the explosion 
and loss of the Maine, with the names 
and the degree of responsibility in each 
case," or, "whether or not the loss of 
said vessel was on the oecasion named 
In any respect due to fault or negligence 
on the part of any of the officers or mem- 
bers of the crew of said vessel, and if 
so, the names of such officers or members 
of the crew, and In what respect and to 
what extent any or either of them was 
so at fault or negligent." 


MARTIN'S JUDGMENT. 


Actions 
of Pennsylvania 
Not Assailabloe 


Sheriffs 


Doctrine Enunciated by Coun- 


selln Shooting Case,, 


fo Convict Deputies of Murder, Malice Had 


to Be Established.. 


Wilkeebarre, Pa., March 5.—At the 


Martin trial yesterday T. P. Ryder, I. H. 
Strauss and C. K. Keck, who met the 
sheriff a few minutes after he reached 
this city from the scene of the Lattimer 
shooting, said they saw no mark, dis- 
coloration or bruise,on the sheriff's face. 


Joseph Costello was recalled by the 


commonwealth before closing the evi- 
dence for the purpose of showing addi- 
tional facts in regard to the threats of 
violence made by Deputy A. B. Hess 
against Costello,, who was helping a 
wounded striker. Counsel for the de- 
fense objected to this evidence, but the 
objection was overruled by Judge Wood- 
ward. "I was helping a wounded 
striker," said the witness, "when Hess 
came up. I said, 'It's a d—d shame to 
treatthese poor fellows this way.' 'Shut 
up," cried Hess, 'or I'll treat you the same 
way,' and he levelled his gun at me." 


The defense submitted the following 


points for the consideration of the court: 
"Counsel for defendants respectfully re- 
quest the court to charge the Jury as fol- 
lows: 'The sheriff is the chief conser- 
vator of the public peace within his 
bailiwick and is bound, ex-officio, to the 
performance of this duty. For this pur- 
pose he may command the posse comi- 
tatus, or power of the court, and every 
male over the age of 15 years is bound 
to obey this call under penalty of fine 
iand imprisonment. If it is made to ap- 
pear to him that the tumult or riot is 
threatened, he may make the call. In 
the determination of this fact, he ez- 
presses a judicial power, and his judg- 
ment cannot be examined into and re- 
viewed In ulterior proceedings against 
him in the light of subsequent events. 
" 'Evidenca that each one, or particu- 


lar ones, acted Illegally or maliciously 
Is not proof of a conspiracy. There Is 
no evidence in this case which would 
warrant a finding that the defendants 
were an unlawful assemblage. The 
question of whether it was necessary to 
resort to the extreme means of firing on 
the strikers In order to disperse them 
was one of judgment which cannot be 
questioned, even though it shall appear 
that the firing was not necessary, If the 
Judgment was honestly formed and exe- 
cuted. If the Jury find that the prison- 
ers had reason to believe that the strik- 
ers were about to assault them, and that 
they were in danger of loss of life or of 
grievous bodily harm, or of being over- 
powered, then they had the right to de- 
fend themselves by the use of force suf- 
ficient to repel the assault. 
" 'If any deputy wilfully, knowingly 


and maliciously continued firing after 
the necessity for'firing had ceased and 
did by such firing kill Mike Ceslak, he 
may be found guilty under the indict- 
ment, but to convict anyone the Jury 
must be satisfied beyond a reasonable 
doubt that some person did so fire and 
be able to identify the person; that he 
did it maliciously, intending to kill; that 
Mike Ceslak was killed by such person. 
Ag the testimony does not disclose the 
identity of any person who fired in the 
Kianner described, a conviction of any 
of the prisoners would not be warranted. 


f " *Before any one of the prisoners can 
be convicted, the Jury must be satiefiAd 
beyond a reasonable doubt that someone 
of them had special malice toward the 
deceased, or general malice toward the 
whole body of strikers, and Intended un- 
lawfully to kill some one of them, with- 
out caring which one; that euch ma- 
liciously disposed person did In fact fire 
and kill Mike Ceslak; that the evidence 
clearly identified that particular per- 
son; that It appears from the evidence 
aubBtantiaily without dispute that the 
prisoners were lawfully^ aidinyj th« 


time Mike 6eslak was killed, and that 
their purpose was to disperse an un- 
lawful assemblage of which the do- 
ceased was on'e. 


'There was no conspiracy among- 


them to do an unlawful act or to do a 
latjful act in an unla»rflfl way. There- 
fore, the act of one oannot "be imput" 
to the others. Each one is- to be he: 
accountable only for what he himself 
did. The evidence failing: to identify 
the parson who shot Mike Ceslak, there 
can be no conviction under the indict- 
ment.' " 


Judge Woodward took the points and 


will pass upon them later. Argument 
began today.

New York, March 5. — Society was out 


in force last night at a concert In the 
Waldorf-Astoria hotel for the depen- 
dents of the victims of the Havana dis- 
aster. 
About $2500 were realized for 


the relief fund. Several artists of note 
Appeared, together with Seidl'a orches- 
tra and Chauncey Depew, the latter de- 
livering a short but feeling and eloquent 
address.

"God grant," said Mr. Depew In clos- 


ing, "that the result of the inquiry will 
be the verdict which w« all want, and 
that is that the tragedy of the Maine 
was not a conspiracy, but an accident. 
It would be a shock not only to us, but 
to the civilized world if it should prove 
otherwise. As the days roll by and the 
situation becomes clearer, whatever may 
be OUP feeling in regard to the struggle 
in Cuba we exonerate a brave nation 
from the crime of assassination. The 
president knows that at his call the peo- 
ple of the country stand ready to give 
him their lives and their fortunes. Itoere 
Is no limit to the men, no limit to the 
money that are at his command If men 
and money should be deemed necessary 
for the national defense and the na- 
tional honor. Our duty ae plain, citizens 
is performed for the present in sending 
to him this message on the one hand, 
and on the other hand as we do here to- 
night in paying sweet and loving tribute 
to the memory of the men who went 
down with the Maine, because they were 
there to flght out battles if need be, and 
in contributing as we may to make com- 
fortable those whom they loved and left 
behind among us."

called at ths establishment of one of the 
largest dealers in Klondike supplies today 
and was surprised by the fact that what 
trade there VRS seemed mainly to b« oon- 
flnocl to cameras, bicycles and tho like. 


"Yes, " said the daaler lu answer to a 


question, "the Klondike supply trade has 
slumped badly. I am not sura that tha 
falling off has been caused by the absorb- 
ing popular interest in the Maine disaster 
and Us outcome, bnt our Klondike sales be- 
gan to go to pieces tho day after tho explo- 
sion and have not revived worth speaking 
of since. It would be Koine; too far to say 
that we are selling no Klondike goods 
whatever at prudent, because we do man- 
ago to work off one or two outfits a week, 
but we got all ready for a continuation of 
the boom of a month ago, and it hasn't 
continued for a cent. 


"Why," he wound up with infinite dis- 


gust, "we had actually begun the outfit- 
ting of two or three parties, each consist- 
ing of several inon, and were expecting to 
finish up with them some days ago, yet 
not a man of the entire lot has shown bis 
head inside this store since the bad newa 
came from Havana. It may bo that tho 
change was due to other causes, of course, 
but I believe it arises from tho Maine dis- 
aster. And, while it is a gratifying indi- 
cation of patriotism, it certainly is scaling 
our profits like the mischief." 
German Ex-Soldiers Who Want to Fight. 


Just how many there are it would be 


practically impossible to find out, of 
course, but it is a certainty that New York 
contains a very considerable number of 
German born citizens who have served 
their time in the imperial army without 
ever seeing any real fighting and are now 
anxious to take a hand in a war against 
Spain, providing the present complications 
should result in actual hostilities. 


Newspaper paragraphs to tho effect that 


there are many members of the German 
nobility engaged In waiting on table in 
Now York restaurants 
are common 


enough, but it is likely that most such 
paragraphs overstate the facts. Ex-Ger- 
man soldiers, however, are exceedingly 
numerous among the waiters of this town. 
The man who has been trained to bear 
arms as a private in the German army 
seems naturally to gravitate to the restau- 
rant as soon as he sats foot on Amsrioan 
soil, just as German peasant boys coming 
to America before they are old enough to 
serve in the army gravitate to the bakery 
and Bussian and Polish Hebrews to the 
tailor shop. 


I take my lunch nearly every day at a 


restaurant employing about 20 waiters. 
Every man Jaok of them is a German, and 
when I asked the head waiter a day or two 
ago to make some inquiries regarding 
their life in Germany be Informed me that 
12 of the 90 had served full time in the 
army. Inquiry among the waiters them- 
selves developed tbe fact that 9 of the 12 
were quite ready, even eager, to enlist un- 
der the staTs and stripes in an offensive or 
defensive war against Spain or any other 
power. Ths three men who did not ex- 
press a desirs to fight for Uncle Sam were 
verging upon middle age. 


Could Raise a Regiment. 


Further inquiry among the German 


waiters and their compatriots who are en- 
gaged as coots brought out the fact that 
tho prospect of a war is just now the chief 
topic of conversation and discussion among 
them at their places of resort. Every Ger- 
man waiter and cook belongs to some un- 
ion, and there are many such organiza- 
tions in town. These societies are much 
more than labor unions, however. Their 
social features are as prominent as the so- 
cial features of tbe average club, and the 
place of assembly in almost everv case is 
connected with a beer hall. There tbe 
men meet every day of the week in tbeir 
off hours to sip the amber colored fluid, 
play penuchle and talk over whatever ia 
nearest their hearts for the time being. 


A recent visitor to one of these club- 


rooms found the place crowded, and as 
soon as he introduced the subject of a pos- 
sible scrap with Spain the whole gathering 
broke loose with enthusiasm, while more 
than half of those present declared em- 
phatically that they were ready to go to 
the front on a single day's notice. Before 
the visitor got away they were all singing 
war songs, while a veteran drill sergeant, 
too far along in years and too much bur- 
dened with fat to think of any further lifo 
as a toldler, bad most- of the men lined up 
in military array with brooms and long 
bandied gas lighters and window stocks 
going through the military drill. 
"v— 


In the midst of the excitement some one 


proposed three cheers for the stars and 
stripes, and the storm of "hocbs" and 
hurrahs that followed was simply deafen- 
ing. Undoubtedly some of, those who 
showed most enthusiasm were simply in a 
jollying mood, but there is no doubt what- 
ever that a general call for troops would 
result in the enlistment; of very many Ger- 
man veterans from among tbe waiters. An 
intelligent head waiter assured me ibis 
morning that it would be perfectly easy to 
raise a full regiment of trained fighters 
from among the waiters of Teutonic blood 
now living in New York. 


'War Spirit In the Bowery. 


The extraordinary feeling in favor of 9 


war among the composite population of 
that cosmopolitan thoroughfare known as 
tbe Bowery and famous the world over as 
one of the toughest streets in existence ia 
worth mentioning in this connection. 


It would be bard to suggest a European 


nationality that is not well represented on 
the Bowery. Its denizens come from every 
land between Gibraltar and the Ural 
mountains. Many of them speak little or 
no English, and still more have but hazy 
notions concerning the spirit of American 
institutions. Yet It would be hard to find 
any among them not intensely loyal to tbe 
red, white and blue. They are all ready to 
strike on the slighteet provocation. They 
believe they are ground down by the; em- 
ployers, as indeed they often are, and they 
are impatient of civil restraint, but they 
are firmly convinced that with all its de- 
fects this ia the freest country under tbo 
sun, and with greater indignation than 
most native born Americans they resent 
tbe notion that any European monarchy 
•hall clare to insult the republic. 


Moreover, it ia practically the unani- 


mous belief of the Bowery that tbo blow- 
Ing up of the Maine was due to Spanish 
treachery. And while tboso New York 
papers which cry for war aro making great 
sales in every part of the city their great- 
est popularity just now is among those 
who live abd work on that thoroughfare.

Prehlrtorio Dentistry. 


George Byron Gordon, tho explorer, 


contributes an article on "The Mysteri- 
ous City of Honduras" to Tbe Century. 
The article gives an account of discov- 
eries at Copan. Mr. Gordon says: 


No regnlar burying place has yet 


been found at Oopan, but a number of 
isolated tombs have been explored. The 
location of these was strange and unex- 
pected—beneath tbe pavement of court- 
yards and under the foundations of 
housea They consist of small chambers 
of vary excellent masonry, roofed some- 
times by means of the horizontal arch and 
sometimes by means of slabs of stone rest- 
ing on the top of the vertical walls. In 
these tombs one and sometimes two in- 
terments had been made. The bodies 
had been laid at full length upon the 
floor. The cerements had long since 
moldered away, and the skeletons them- 
selves were in & crumblflig condition 
and give little knowledge of the phys- 
ical characteristics of the people; but 
one fact of surpassing interest came to 
light concerning their private lives— 
namely, the" custom of adorning the 
front teeth with gems inlaid in the 
enamel and by filling. Although not all 
of tfae sets of teeth found had been 
treated in this way, there are enough to 
show that the practice was general, at 
least among the upper classes, for all 
the tombs .opened, from their associa- 
tions with prominent houses, seem to 
have belonged to peopteof rank and for- 
tune. The stone used in the inlaying 
was a bright green jadeito. A circular 
cavity about one-Eisteeuth of an inch 
in diameter was drilled in the enamel 
of each of the two front teeth of the up- 


| per row and'inlaid with a little disk of 


jadeite, cut to, a perfect fit and secured 
by means of a bright red cement.

One Trait of Yankee IwetitloBSt""""1 


A French engineer who had been on 


a tour of inspection in the United States 
was not impressed by the big things of 
the country. "I shall report to my gov- 
ernment," said he, "that the biggest 
things in America are the little things. 
The French people are experts in do- 
mestic economy and live comfortably 
by saving what average families in the 
United States throw away. But Amer- 
icans are, on the other hand, experts in 
Industrial economy. They make money 
by saving wastage in business and lose 
some of it by wastage in domestic econ- 
omy. 
The attention paid to small de- 


tails in big works is amazing to me. I 
have visited some establishments where 
I believe that the profits are made not 
in the manufacture proper, but in tha 
saving of materials and labor by close 
attention to details that are with us on- 
considered trifles. 


"For example, I saw a little grind- 


stone in operation at a big works auto- 
matically sharpening lathe and planer 
tools. This machine costs probably as 
much as 100 of our ordinary grindstones 
cost, but I see that it automatically 
grinds all the tools for 800 high priced 
mechanics, and it only works a fc^r 
hours each day. The skilled mechanics 
in our country frequently stop their reg- 
ular work to^rind their own tools, and 
then they do it imperfectly. In the 
United States tools are all accurately 
ground to the best shape by the ma- 
chine, so that they do more and better 
work on this account in a given time. I 
believe that that machine has brains— 
the brains of the inventor—and it has 
no doubE revolutionized work of this 
kind in American machine shops. This 
is but one case out of many that I have 
noted."—Invention.

England in October, 


But few of the very besfc birda come 


to England, and when they do it is gen- 
erally as birds of passage. In the earlier 
part of the season the nsnal retail price 
is from 5 to 10 shillings per bird, ac- 
cording to the quality of the song, these 
prices rising 60 per cent by the end of 
the year. It is seldom that the finest 
songster is thought to be worth more 
than 80 shillings by the commercial 
Englishman. 
Consequently the very 


fine birds are either bought by German 
birdkeepers or sent to the United States, 
where they readily bring from $20 to 
$40 each. 
The average price for the 


birds in Germany is 5 shillings per 
pair.—Good Words.

Marriage in primitive times-was aoj 


family or personal arrangement, bat an' 
institution of the community. If vn\ 
realize this, many hitherto unexplained) 
customs connected with it become atf 
once of significance, 
tha members of' 


primitive communities were bound to- 
gether by common interest! and duties;, 
every member of a clan was bound to) 
consider the rights of his fellow and to' 
assist him even to his own hurt. Aid 
p.ud succor were indispensable for oom-i 
mnnul necessities, therefore the mar- 
riage of a son or a daughter in every 
small commonwealth was a matter for 
public consideration. The first step that 
led to matrimony in those remote times 
was to capture a wife or to purchase a 
wife. 
In this the whole tribe assisted,, 


and then joined as of right in the fes- 
tivities that gradually grew round the 
marriage ceremony. In short, in thosei 
days the individual was ignored and1 
had no existence save as one of a group. 


Surely we may consider that this led 


to the necessity for the lord of the man- 
ors sanction to his tenants' marriage in 
feudal times, the lords of the manor iu 
the middle ages having appropriated to 
themselves many of the rights of tha 
tribal authorities of primitive times. In 
feudal times no girl could be married to 
any one 6nt of the manor without the 
good will of the lord of the soil, and an 
heiress could not be married at all with- 
out his constant. In some instances fines 
had to be paid by the bride's father, or 
whoever stood to her in the place of a 
father, for leave to give her in marriage 
to a stranger.—Philadelphia Ledger. 


Coffee as a Medicine. 


Ifc is said that the first use of coffee 


by man was made by the prior of a con- 
vent. He was told by a goatherd of the 
exciting effeotsof the berries when eaten 
by his goats, so he thought he would 
try them and see if be could not keep 
bis monks awake during what should 
have been their vigils. He succeeded 
admirably and brought coffee into the 
way of earning its worldwide reputa- 
tion. The most active principle of coffee 
is caffein. It contains also certain oilSj 
which no doubt have a share in its ac- 
tion. Many years ago a claim was made 
that green, or nnroaflted, berries had a 
great value in liver and kidney trou- 
bles. 


One enthusiast prefers a mixture of 


two parts MoohV and one part Marti- 
nique and Isle de Bourbon coffee. He 
puts about three drams of this in a 
tumbler of cold water and lets them 
strain and infuse overnight. The next 
morning, after straining, the infusion 
is taken on an empty stomach the first 
thing after getting up. This medical 
authority oiias many cases of kidney 
and liver colics, diabetes, nervous head- 
aches, etc., which, though rebellious in 
all other treatment for years, soon yield- 
ed to the green ootfee infusion. The 
remedy is a very simple one and well 
worthy of a trial. Another use of coffee 
medicinally is.irrjwusea and retching. 
For that purpose a strong infusion is 
made of the barries.whidh have been 
ground and roastea, and it is sipped 
while very hoti—New York Ledger, 


EffS» Tliat Don't Hatch. 


I have been experimenting lately on 


the eggs from certain hens to find out if 
there is any great difference in the way 
they hatch, their vitality, etc., and 
have been greatly interested in the dis- 
coveries. The eggs from the abnormally 
fat hens seldom hatch. The chicken 
usually dies on or about the twelfth day 
of incubation. When an egg hatches a 
day or two in advance of time, one usu- 
ally concludes that it was quite fresh 
when put in, but I now find that it is 
the eggs from the active and most 
healthy hens that break the shell first. 


Five eggs from a little game hen, 


which were all over 5 days old, were 
the first to hatch. Invariably the egg 
from the sleepy, lazy hen hatches late. 
Out of 27 hens whose eggs I experi- 
mented with I found two quite sterile. 
They both lay fine, large eggs of good 
shape and shell, but, though I must 
have tried quite a dozen of their eggs, 
not one has ever had a sign of a chick- 
en. I have even, mated them with diff er-

Then the 
public whea the facts are known blame 
the newspapers for their unreliability, in- 
stead of placing the blame where it 
rightfully belongs, on the heads of the 
men who did the lying. Some other men 
manufacture stories out of the whole cloth 
or misrepresent things to reporters, just 
to be smart. Both classes are alike mak- 
ing a despicable mistake, injuring them- 
selves and either maliciously or unin- 
tentionally doing the publican injustice. 


Jn«t as high sense of honor, if indeed 


not higher because their business trains 
them to it, prevails amon? newspaper 
reporters as among any other class of 
business and professional men. A re- 
porter not in actual disrepute among the 
craft will respect a confidence and main- 
tain secrecy where the best interests of 
those concerned in any particular matter 
require it. Their harmful exposures are 
unwitting and are invariably the result of 
misrepresentation and deceit upon the 
part of their informants. 


Newspapers always conceal more than 


they reveal, so numerous are their source9 
of information and gossip. 


It is neither smart nor shrewd to mis- 


lead newspaper representatives. Treat 
them fairly and they will more than 
reciprocate. A mlsstatement to the press 
is a boomerang. 


ANOTHER PHOPHEOY FULFILLED. 


Those who remember the marked ad- 


vance in sugar trust stock coincident 
with the enactment of the Dingleylaw' 
and the assertions of Democrats and 
Populists that this was due to perma- 
nent advantages given the trust under 
that act, will remember the explanation 
offered to the effect that the advance was 
due to the merely temporary advantage 
which the trust gained,throngh its owner- 
ship of enormous quantities of sugar in 
the bonded warehouses of the United 
States and upon which it would get the 
benefit* of the advance in tariff rates 
made by the new law. 


It was shown at that time that the trust 


had more than half a year's supply of 
sugar in stock and would make large pro- 
fits since it could add to its then] selling 
priqe the amount of increase in duty 
named in the new law. It was pointed 
out at that time that the gains of the 
trust under the advance which it could 
thus make in the prioe of sugar which it 
bad in stock would amount to large sums 
and that it was due to the certainty of this 
Additional profit that the stock advanced 
as soon as it was known certainly that the 
Dingley bill did not place an internal 
revenue tax upon the sugar already in 
warehouses. 


Recent facts have 
confirmed 
the 


accuracy of that statement Sugar trust 
stock, which Rafter the enactment ot the 
Dineley law reached within a fraction 
of 160, has within the past few days fallen 
within a, fraction of 120—a figure lower 
than that which prevailed prior to the 
enactment of the Dingley law. The ex- 
planation is easy and 
sustains 
the 


assertions made immediately after the 
enactment of the Dingley law that the 
large stock of sugar then in hand and 
upon which the profit* were to be mad6 
baa been absorbed. 
The profits have 


been made and now the stock resumes its 
normal condition, thus showing that the 
Dingley law did not create such con- 
ditions at to permanently enhance the 
value of the stock, and that the increase 
was merely temporary and due to the 
fact that the managers ot the trust had 
laid in large iupplles of raw sugar in ex- 
pectation of the advance of the duties.

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Naval Experts Anxious to See 


a Conflict. 


MANY PROBLEMS TO BE DECIDED. 


All th« World Interested IB Oar Quarrel 


With Spain—Possibilities ef » Modern 
Karal En£ftceun«nt—The Personnel of 
Our 


•\VASHIXGTOX. March 6.—[Special.]—The 


world awaits with eager curiosity the re- 
sult of the strained relations now existing 
butweon the United States and Spain. No 
other class of men not directly involved 
hat e the same keen interest in the possi- 
bility of war as the naval experts of the 
greut nations. The naval constructors and 
ollicors of England, Franco, Germany ami 
Russia—of all uutions^iu fact—aro seorot- 
ly hoping the Unitixl States ami Spuin will 
clabh in war's deadly embrace. Tina is not 
becuuso they aro sanguinary nor boeuuse 
they wish ill to either country. It is be- 
cause their professional instincts are 
stronger than their humanity. Thoir busi- 
ness it is to build fighting machines and 
to fight with and against them. For 20 
years, they have been constructing and per- 
footing what are known as modern navios. 
They have spent thousands of millions of 
dollars. All tho resourcefulness and In- 
genuity of man have beau employed in the 
task. Every ar{; and every science has boon 
levied upon to^produce the groat floots, 
with their wonderful development of 
steam, electricity, mechanics, explosives. 


No Modern Naval Battle. 


But the world hns never yedseen a naval 


battlo between modern ships. .All this 
treasure and effort have been expended 
upon fighting ships without any fighting. 
There have been a few—a very few—de- 
sultory engagements, but not under cir- 
cumstances which could indicate much as 
to tho flghtiug value of these great navies, 
their offensive power in comparison with 
their defensive resistance. The nearest to 
a modern naval battle wns between the 
Chinese and tho Japanese ships at Yalu. 
during tho China- Japanese war. But these 
ships were at long range. They were bad- 
ly handled. Only a few Europeans were 
aboard. The engagement decided little. 
Of similarly small value have been such 
naval battles as the Chilians have fought 
with the Peruvians. 


The naval world, therefore, equipped 


with its magnificent toys, its string after 
string of giant ships, would thank any 
nation that gave a real object lesson in 
their use. 
\Ve do not know what these 


ships can do. • The result of a naval en- 
gagement between Spain and the United 
States may again revolutionize navnl con- 
struction, as the war between the north 
and the south did a third of aoontury ago. 
So far everything is theoretical. While 
the theories of the' constructors are prob- 
ably correct, they may be all wrong. An 
actual test is the only thing that can de- 
termine, and this test is awaited with the 
most intense eagerness. 


Dreadful Possibilities. 


Nothing but a battle between modern 


fleets can determine whether the efficiency 
of the high power guna has been under- 
rated or overrated. An engagement may 
be the most terrible thing the world has 
ever seen. It may result In the complete, 
or practically complete, destruction of 
both navies. Instead of one ship blown to 
atoms, aa the Maine was, instead of the 
sinking of one or two cruisers, as occurred 
at Yalu, we may see whole fleets wiped 
out of existence in a few hours. As yet we 
know only theoretically what torpedoes can 
do. They may prove well nigh useless, easy 
prey to torpedo destroyers, difficult to 
operate effectively and as dangerous to 
their navigators as to their enemy, or they 
may work such havoc in the opposition 
fleets bhat thoy will rule tha ocean, retir- 
ing the great battleships and big cruisers 
to the dockyards, sweeping the seas and 
commanding universal peace. 


Broad questions of the power of guns, 


the resistance of armor, the work of tor- 
pedoes, the liability to magazine explo- 
sions, the ability of gunners to aim accu- 
rately in a rolling gea, are to be solved only 
by the terrible means of an actual test. 
Naval constructors are as yet in tho dark 
concerning the ttme and relative value of 
their most laborious creations. They may 
send their fleets forth to battle and never 
see aught of them again save a few badly 
disfigured craft limping into port. T&ey 
may be compelled to begin their work all 
over again upon new lines. In addition 
to these broad and intrinsic questions a 
thousand matters of detail and teohnic 
in which naval authorities are keenly in- 
terested remain to be determined. 


A Matter of Men. 


The new navy is a radically different 


affair from the old navy. Thore is some 
doubt as to the relative importance of tho 
personnel in the modern ships. Some ex- 
perts entertain the theory that men count 
for less nowadays than in the old times 
when inferior ships often whipped their 
superior antagonists through an excess of 
bravery and skill, but I do not find the 
best authorities agreeing In this view. 
The man is still the determining factor. 
The change is in the direction of putting 
even greater responsibility upon the cap- 
tain, upon the commander whp directs ev- 
ery part of the complicated machine, and 
in taking out of personal service some of 
the romance and spectaculnrism of tho old 
days. Then the hero was on deck in plain 
view. 
Now he is buried behind steel 


plates and surrounded by machinery, but 
ho is still there. Victory or defeat will 
depend upon the fidelity with which every 
man discharges his duty. 


It is in mon—men of fine training, in- 


telligence and bravery—tho navy of tho 
United States is believed to be superior to 
that of Spain. In ships and guns, when 
all is told, there is not so much difference 
between tho two navies. Naval exports 
say they stand about as 6 to 4. But it is 
believed our ships are in better condition, 
that wo aro less liable to break downs and 
accidents, that in time of stress all parts 
aro likely to work bettor together than 
upon the vessels of our enemy. It is be- 
lieved, nbovo all, that we aro superior in 
personnel, from captain in tho turret down 
to machinist in tlio engine room. 


While there is a strong probability that 


those self confident assumptions aro well 
founded, and that the personal factor will 
givo victory to our fleets in case of war, it 
nust bo remembered that Spain is not a 
foo to bo doapised upon tho sen. She has 
been a maritime power for threo or four 
:enturios. She has shown her prowess in 
many engagements. If a struggle comes 
upon the sea, we shall probably win, but 
our foernan will bo found worthy our steel,

I will be glad to 
furnish you an ambulance and safeguard 
to cross the lines." 


She answered: "No, I prefer to stay 


here. This old home is all I have left, 
and if its fate is to fall down it will 
have to fall on my head. I can put ths 
children down in the potato cellar., and, 
general, if yon should get scared when 
the firing begins you can go down there 
with them." 


General Grant laughed heartily and 


said: "Have your own way, madam. 
You are brave enough." After the war 
was over he inquired very particularly 
of her and expressed the hope that she 
came out all right.—Boston Transcript.

HOME DYEING 


Soren Qvist was the jmstor of the little 


village church of Vellby, in Jutland. 
He 


was a man of excellent moral character, 
generous, hospitable and diligent in the 
performance of his sacred duties, but he 
was a man of constitutionally violent tem- 
per—a scourge to his household and a hu- 
miliation to himself. 


He wns a widower, with two children— 


n daughter, who kept house for him, and 
n son, holding an officer's commission in 
the army.

Vellby, dwelt a cattle farmer, Morten 
Burns, who was in ill repute with his 
neighbors. The man paid court to the 
pastor's daughter, but bia suit waa reject- 
ed by both parent and child.

Niels, who waa a shiftless and lazy fellow 
and, 
withal, quarrelsome. Soren Qvist, 


needing a farmhand, hired this scapegrace 
brother of the man who bated him. Niels 
Burns wns constantly provoking the pas- 
tor's naturally irritable temper by bis in- 
dolence and impudence. 


Their relations as master and servant 


culminated in the mysterious disappear- 
ance which is the basis of a celebrated 
tragedy. Niels had been sent to dig a piece 
of ground in the pastor's garden, but the 
pastor found him not digging, but leisure- 
ly resting on his spade and cracking nuts 
which he had plucked. 


The pastor scolded him angrily. The 


man retorted that it waa no business of 
bis to jHg in the garden, at whioB" Soren 
struck him twice in the face, and the man, 
throwing down the spade, retaliated. 
Thereupon the old pastor lost all self oon- 
trol, and, seizing the spade, be dealt the 
farmhand several blows with it. 


Niels Burns fell to the earth like one 


dead, but when his master, in great alarm, 
raised him up, he broke away, leaped 
through the garden hedge and made off 
into tho neighboring wood. From that 
time he was seen no more. 


Before long Morten Burns, the rich 


brother of the missing farmhand, was 
hinting around the village that the parson 
bad killed Niels and bidden his body. 
These rumors and insinuations passed 
from month to mouth, and as the farm- 
hand had disappeared the susploion began 
to grow that the pastor had guilty knowl- 
edge of hia end. 


Finally Morten Burns appeared before 


the district magistrate wirh three witnesses 
and charged the pastor with the murder of 
his brother. Two of these were a widow 
named Knrsten and her daughter Else, who 
bad been witnesses of the final struggle 
between the clergyman and the farmhand. 


The third witness was a cottager named 


Larsen. On the night of the day following 
Niels Burns' disappearance he was return- 
ing home very late from Tolstrup and was 
paaaing along the footpath which flanked 
the pastor's garden when he heard the 
sound of some one digging. 


Seeing that it was clear moonlight he 


determined to find out who it was that was 
working in the garden at that late hour. 
He slipped off his wooden shoes, climbed 
up-the hedge and parted the tops of^ the 
hazel bushes. Then he saw the pastor, in 
a green dressing gown and with a white 
nightcap on his head, busied in leveling 
the earth with a spade, but moro than this 
he did not see, for tho pastor turned sud- 
denly around, as if some sound had struck 
his ear, and Larson, being afraid of detec- 
tion, let himself down and ran away.

text of a Christian discourse was not, me- 
thought, seemly, but I then remembered 
that the same thought, expressed in well 
nigh the same terms, wns to be met some- 
where in the Apocrypha. I sought and 
sought, but could not find the passage. It 
was late. I was wearied by rnuoh previous 
labor. I therefore went to bed and soon 
fell asleep. Greatly did I marvel the next 
morning when on arising and seating my- 
self at my writing desk I saw before me, 
written in jay own handwriting on a piece 
of paper, 'Let no man be deemed happy 
before his end eometh.—Syraoh xi, Si.' 


"Mark now—when the two witnesses 


this morning delivered their evidence" be- 
fore the court, then my previous sleep walk- 
ing suddenly flashed across me, and I like- 
wise recalled that in the morning after the 
night during which the corpse must have 
been buried I bad been surprised to see my 
dressing gown lying on the floor just in- 
side the door, whereas it was always my 
custom to hang-it on a chair at my bed- 
side.

sleep walking have followed him thither.

On the following day sentence of death

THE TUNIC SKIRT. "~" 


It !• Ketr and Popular — Direction* For 


Making It. 


[Special Correspondence.! 


NEW YOKE, Feb. 32.—The general 


effect of the newest skirts is to be very 
close around the upper part and full 
around the bottom. And just because 
they are so difficult nearly every woman 
feels that spring will be shorn of half 
its glories if she cannot have one. I said

the skirt of this form is difficult. In re- 
ality it is easier to make than it looks, 
but a proper understanding of the pe- 
culiar cut and make is necessary. This 


i kind o£ skirt is called a tunic skirt, 
1 probably on account of the shawl effect 


on the front, which is obtained by the 
particular out of the different parts. 
The shawl shaped part is so arranged 
that whatever trimming is put upon it 
reaches to the waist line on each-aide of 
the back. 


The first illustration shows bow the 


tunic skirt looks finished. The second 
one shows the way to out it and sew it 
together. The upper part is out in two 
pieces, No. 1 being the front breadth 
and No. 3 the side pieces. The front is 
in one piece on the double. The upper 
front piece is marked 1. The small piece 
marked 4 is to be sewed to it. 
This is 


also cut on the double and fits the bot- 
tom of the other exactly, but is one inch 
wider on each side. 
The seam, when 


made, must "take up" the extra two 
inches, which, with the slant on the 
sides, springs it out a little at the bot- 
tom. 
The side pieces marked 2 have 


two pieces sewed to them, four in all, 
and they are marked 5 and 6. The piece 
marked 5 should be sewed to that mark- 
ed 6, being joined where the two crosses 
come. 
This seam should be sewed be- 


fore the upper and lower parts are join- 
ed. There are two darts in each side 
piece, but these should be fitted by pins 
•while the skirt is on the figure. When 
the pieces 1 and 4 are sewed together 
and those marked 5 and 6 are joined and 
then sewed to No. 2 the whole breadth 
of Nos. 1 and 3 should be sewed togeth- 
er from top to bottom, beginning at the 
top. 
That brings the whole front part 


into its shape. The back breadths, mark- 
ed 8, are to be sewed to the side of No. 
6, left ready for the purpose. When this 
is done, the bias seam at the back is to 
be sewed, and that brings the whole 
skirt into the new shape, needing only 
the few darts at the sides and the plait 
or fold at the back and the binding. 


To cut the skirt one must know the 


length of the breadths. Allow one inch 
for "take up," one inch for seams and 
half an inch at the bottom for sloping. 
Then fold the material on the straight 
and measure down from the top of the 
front the required number of inches, 
usually about 40. The top should be 
eight inches across, four on the double, 
and this should increase to 22 at the 
bottom, 11 on the double. Now mark a 
cross 10 inches from the bottom on the 
fold and another^e 14 inches from the 
bottom on the outside. 
Mark a curve 


upward from one cross to the other as it 
is on the diagram and cut it carefully. 
When the inch seam is taken in, that 
leaves the flare of two inches at tho top 
and more at the bottom. Tho sides come 
next, but must be cut separate from the 
pieces for the lower parts, Nos. 5 and 
6. It would bo well to cut a first draft 
from an old piece of cloth, as these re- 
quire careful adjustment. 
If the upper 


part is outlined on paper, the lower 
pieces may be made to conform easily to 
tbo proper outline. They should be 
measured in the same way as the front 
to get the required length, and 8^ 
inches more than the skirt is intended 
to be must be allowed. If it is desired 
that the skirt should train, it can ba 
lengthened by cutting it longer, the line 
of dots on tho two back pieces, 6 and 8, 
being for walking length. 


Half a breadth of 44 inch stuff will 


cut the front. It must be 20 inches wide, 
doubled for each of the sido pieces, and 
the whole width of the goods must ba

Baits and Where to Find Them, 


Frogs are most plentiful on the 


shores of ponds and streams filled with 
plant growth and in low moist places 
in meadows. In searching for them in 
grass wait till you see one jump, then 
catch it in your hands. They are not so 
easily got from the shores, as they 
are apt to take to the water at the first 
alarm. 


Crabs are usually found tinder stones 


along the shores of a stream or pond, 
and in some localities in low moist 
places in grass lands. Seize the crab 
back of the pinchers and it oannot nip 
you. 


Dobsons are only found under mossy 


stones in swift running waters. 
They 


are of a dark gray color, have many 
legs, and when fully grown are about 
three inches long. 
The head is shield 


shaped and armed with good stout pin- 
cors, so handle the dobson as yon would 
a crab. The best way^jp get a supply of 
dobsons is to have sol^e one hold one 
edge of a fine meshed net on the bot- 
tom of the stream, while you turn over 
the stones above the net with a hoc. 
Tho dobsons, loosing their hold on the j 
bottom, will be carried-by the current 
into the net. Put frogs, crabs and dob- 
sons into a pail with plenty of grass and 
some water. If you are to keep them for 
some time, change the water occasion- 
ally. 


Grubs are excellent bait for trout ear- 


ly in tho season. They are found in par- 
tially decayed tree trunks, stumps and 
old timbers left in moist places.

HOMES OF MAGAZINES 


OFFICES OF HARPER'S, THE CENTURY 


AND SCRIBNER'S CONTRASTED. 


Eacli Suggests the Periodical It Houses. 
A Bounding New Editor's Way of Do- 
ing Business—Something About Droch, 
the Idterary Critic of Life. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


NEW YOKE, Feb. 23.—There is quite 


IB much difference between the homea 
of the leading magazines as there is be- 
tween the magazines themselves. And, 
curiously enough, there is something 
about the appearance of the editorial 
rooms and publication offices in almost 
every case that strongly suggests the 
periodical issued therefrom. 
Perhaps 


this is most marked •with regard to The 
Century. 


To begin with, its offices are far and 


away the handsomest of the lot. I hare 
heard it said, indeed, that they are the 
finest publishers' headquarters in the 
trorld. It would be difficult to imagine 
a greater contrast than that which 
•would be furnished by comparing them 
with the Harper editorial rooms. 
The 


arrangement, furnishings and fittings of 
the latter suggest nothing save the se- 
verest utility, but the impression first re- 
ceived by a caller at The Century office 
is that he has entered a handsomely ar- 
ranged, well stocked art gallery, not too 
ambitious, 
perhaps, but decidedly a 


charming place. 


This impression is produced by tbe 


scores of framed "original drawings," 
many of which are done in "wash" or 
"oils," while not a few glow with color, 
from which some of the most famous 
Century illustrations have been mada 
during the" last ten years, that hang 
upon the artistically tinted walls. This 
art gallery effect is almost instantly ef- 
faced from the mind by the all per- 
vasive though subdued and controlled 
air of business that is apparent in the 
publication office to which the visitor is 
first admitted. 


The quarters of Richard Watson Gil- 


der, the literary soul of tbe institution, 
aad Frank H. Scott, president and guid- 
ing spirit of the business end, are en- 
tirely unlike in appearance and furnish- 
ings, tbohgh not a whit more diverse 
than the ir.cn themselves. While Mr. 
Scott leeks exactly what he is, a keen, 
progressive business man with a thor- 
ough uDderstunding of the commercial 
eide of the literary trade, Mr. Gilder of- 
tea impresses the stranger as being al- 
most shy aud prone to hesitate over de- 
cisions. But this impression soon yields 


no matter how great the rush stories 
and articles sre examined as fast as sub- 
mitted, and if rejected returned at once, 
while acceptance is followed by the 
promptest payment. 


It is not beside the fact to say that 


the influence of Robert Bridges of the 
Scribner staff has had much to do with 
the change that has gradually taken 
place in the editorial conduct of th'., 
leading magazines. Mr. Bridges is r 
man of taste, versatility and transacnar 
ability. He began the writing life soon 
aftur leaving college as a reporter on an 
interior paper. After two or three years' 
service at newsgathering he joined" the 
staff of the New York Evening Post, 
which he left for his present place ten 
years or more ago. It was Mr. Bridges 
who suggested the railroad articles that 
were such a feature of Scribner's some 
years since. He also planned the steam- 
ship papers that followed after, and the 
conduct of great businesses that were 
published last year. 


Notwithstanding Mr. Bridges' suc- 


cess in selecting topics for magazine 
treatment he etill uses the pen with 
much effect, and his clever literary crit- 
icisms in Life signed Droch arfe pretty 
well known both to those who write 
and those who read. He is still a young 
mail and has plans for future work that 
are quite as novel as any he has hither

PURE WATER SUPPLY 


MANY CITIES WRESTLING WITH A 


DIFFICULT PROBLEM. 


The Moit Approved Methods of Filtration. 


Fhiladclphi* Considering the Installa- 
tion of an Expensive Municipal Plant. 
What Other Cities Are Doing;. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


PB.ILA.DEJJ>HIA, Feb. 22.—-This city ia 


jonsideriug very seriously the problem 
of improving its water supply. A pro- 
posal to spend $8,700,000 for this pur- 
pose has been up and down in councils 
several timos. The cbief of the- watfer 
bureau, Joim C. Trautwine, Jr., wauts 
the city to ppeud this money or a great 
part of it on the beginning of a filtering 
plant. If his recommendation is fol- 
lowed, Philadelphia wiU be tho first 
great city in the United States to adopt 
municipal filtration. There are filtering 
plauta m London, Berlin ami Hamburg, 
but none in New York, Boston, Chicago 
or St. Louis. The smaller communities 
in tho United States are ahead of the 
larger ones in this matter. 
There are 


municipal filters in Wilkesbarre, Wil- 
mington, Pougbkeepsie, Davenport, la.; 
Lambortville, N. J.; Atlanta, Quinoy, 
Ills.; Elmira, Oshkosh, Kingston, N. 
Y.; Superior, Wis.; Cedar Rapids, la.; 
Ottumwa, Decatur, Ills.; Elgin, Asbury 
Park, Long Branch, Lexington, Ky., 
and many other towns and cities. In all 
there are about 80 in this country. 


These filters are of two general kinds, 


—the sand or open filter and the me- 
chanical filter. Both use sand, but the 
one which is known as the sand filter 
uses sand only, filters usually by gravity 
and is cleaned by hand work, while the 
mechanical filter forces the water 
through sand in about one-thirtieth of 
the space used by tho open or natural 
filter and uses alum or some similar co- 
agulant to remove impurities from the 
•water. 


Mr. Trantwine is not wholly satisfied 


as to the superiority of either system, 
and he is in favor of constructing at 
first a sand filter on tha Delaware side 
of the river and both a sand filter and a 
mechanical filter in "West Philadelphia, 
the mechanical filter to be made up of 
many units representing different proc- 
esses, for there are many mechanical 
processes, and the competition among 
their owners is keen. 


To complete the construction of a fil- 


tering plant for all Philadelphia, it ia 
estimated, will cost $5,000,000 or more, 
exclusive of real estate. 
Philadelphia 


uses 250,000,000 gallons of water a day, 
and the usual cost of a filtering plant is 
§20,000 per 1,000.000 gallons. This va- 
ries with the character of the construc- 
tion. The Poughkeepsie filter was cut 
out of solid rock, and its cost was un- 
usually great. 


A sand filter consists of a bed of sand 


dug out of the ground or built up like

a reservoir, with dikes or walls sur- 
rounding it. One acre of ground so pre- 
pared will filter 2,000,000 to 2,500,000 
gallons of water every day. The method 
of cleaning this filter is simple. Men 
wearing broad soled shoes go over it 
with scrapers, taking off the top layer 
of sand, which has retained most of the 
impurities aud spreading fresh ?and in 
its place. Tie operation of the filter 
costs $2 to 34 per 1,000,000 gallons. 


The cost of construction, which seems 


to the lay mind excessive, goes into the 
excavations that may be necessary, the 
laying out of the bed of sand and the 
building of walls, Mr. Trautwine says. 


Abroad the sand filter is more gener- 


ally in use. In this country the mechan- 
ical filters predominate. 
The city of 


Louisville has been making exhaustive 
experiments with mechanical filters and 
the engineers of that city are said to be 
working out a new form, which will not 
be taxed with the heavy royalties of the 
filters which are patented. 
Both me- 


chanical and sand filters, however, are 
in the experimental stage still. Local 
conditions have a great influence on the 
operation of a filter and the heavy sedi- 
ment of the river here will make oper- 
ation of a filtering plant more difficult 
and costly. The variation in the amount 
of sediment carried at different seasons 
of the year makes a universal variation 
in the cost of operation, and for that 
reason it is necessary in constructing a 
large plant to make extra provision, so 
that in the tpring more of the filtering 
babins can be out of use and going 
through the process of being cleaned. 


The movement to improve the water 


supply grows out of tbe increase in ty- 
phoid fever in ibis city. It is this con- 
dition which has aroused St. Louis and 
many other cities to the necessity of 
purifying the water supply. 
Tbe ques- 


tion is being agitated now in Washing- 
ton. 
It is a question of a few years only 


when most of the large cities will have 
filtering plants. 
Those which do not 


will be in position to illu<?f-r:ite the ad- 
vice given by a scientist to a student in 
a London college some years ago wbo 
asked what be should do to make the 
city water fit for drinking. "Boil it," 
said the professor. "Then filter it. Then 
drink something else."

I have given these soups in this order 


from the fact that they all, via , the 
Printamer mentioned in my first letter, 
and the barley and rice soups abo\ e. cnn 
bs used in so many combinations and 
are for thib res.ao'1 fundamental. You 
may have beef soup with barley or rice, 
chicken soup with rice, or lamb broth 
with either, by following the directions 
for cooking the rice or "barley and adding 
to the other ingredients. The prepara- 
tion of plain beef or chicken soup is ST 
simple and well known that I will not 
take space to give my way of doing it 
at this time, but shall'be happy to do so 
later, if you desire. 


But there is another class of soups 


that deserve 
attention. 
They are 


known as puree or cream soups. This is 
a thick soup and when properly pre- 
pared is both palatable and satisfying. 
Indeed, they are so hearty as to lequire 
a limited eating-, If you are to have a 
course dinner to follow. The puree can 
be made of many things, notably of 
chicken, celery and game, although al- 
most all kinds of vegetables and even fish 
are used by some cooks. 


The first essential in every case is to 


cook well whatever material you use 
until it is tender enough to sift through 
a sifter, making- a clear pap. Then you 
must have something- to unite all the 
parts of the soup together into a creamy 
substance, and this binding we call a 
"liaison." 
Reduced to English, the 


liaison is nothing- but yolks of eggs, 
cream and butter, beaten tog-ether, with 
the addition of flour or cornstarch, to 
give the required thieknessl 


The success of your attempts in this 


direction will depend largely upon the 
way you handle the liaison. It is the 
last thing to put into the soup, just be- 
fore serving-, must be stirred in care- 
fully and in no case must the soup boil 
after it is put in. The better way is to 
mix with the liaison some of the warm 
sou£> before stirring the whole together. 


Perhaps the best way to illustrate is to 


make' a soup of this kind, c.nd we will 
begin with 


CREAM OF CELERY. 


Five stalks celery, three tablespoons- 


ful flour, three tablespoonsful butter, 
yolks of three eggs, one-half teaspoon- 
ful sugar, one glass cream and two or 
three quarts stock.

To THE EDITOR OF THE TRANSCRIPT: 


I would like, through the columns of 


your paper, to call the attention of the 
license commissioners to the fact that the 
rule of "no minors allowed here" in the 
North Adams saloons is almost a dead 
letter. 


I don't wish to cause any trouble to the 


saloon-keepers, but would like to make a 
suggestion, that an officer be detailed to 
visio each saloon once or twice a dey and 
make them live up to their "license 
rules." I have a boy just 19 jears old, 
who has been coming home more or less 
under the influence of liquor fi r the 
past 
two years. 
I 
have seen him 


coming out of and being in seven or eight 
different saloons. Last summer I went in 
a saloon on State street, when I could see 
him drinking with two other young boys_ 
I stepped up to one of the proprietors and 
told him who the boy was and that he 
was a minor, and the beer was taken 
away from him. Then my boy said to 
me: "What did you do that for? If you 
^top me here I shall go somewhere else, 
'or I might as well tell you I have been 
going in the saloons ever since I was 16 
yeara old." Last Saturday night I saw 
him in a saloon. I went np to tbe bar- 
tender and said: "That boy is a minor and 
I don't want you to give him anything." 
My boy called for a cigar and got it while 
I stood there, the bartender laughingly 
saying it was only a cigar. My advice to 
the saloon keepers is that if they don't 
wish to bo exposed, don't run the risk.
